To the inhabitants of the Town of Rindge, in the County 
of Cheshire, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Rindge on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing and selectman, trustees and commissioners for three 
years. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 


3. To hear and act upon the reports of the selectmen, 
overseer of the poor, town treasurer, and reports of all agents, 
committees and officers heretofore chosen, and act in any way 
relating thereto. 


4. To raise and appropriate a sum of money to be ex- 
pended on the highways and bridges. 


5. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for the Ingalls Memorial Library. 


6. To raise and appropriate a sum of money to carry on 
the town’s electric lighting system. 


7. To raise and appropriate a sum of money for the ex- 
penses of Memorial day. 


8. To see if the town will vote to allow the Selectmen to 
borrow money, if necessary, in anticipation of taxes. 
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9. To see what method the town will adopt to collect the 
taxes. 


10. To see if the town will accept state aid on its high- 
ways. 


11. To see if the town will appropriate a sufficient sum 
to complete the construction of the. state road from West 
Rindge to Jaffrey town line known as the Contoocook Valley 
road, and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow therefor not 
exceeding the sum of seventeen thousand five hundred dollars 
($17,500) and to issue for the sum so borrowed notes of the 
town due three thousand dollars ($3,000) each year bearing 
interest at a rate not exceeding five per cent per annum but 
reserving the right to prepay any of the notes. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Chapter 117, Laws of 1917, on a section of the Contoocook 
Valley Road, so-called, and appropriate, or set aside from the 
amount raised for highway work the sum of $330.00 for this 
purpose. 


13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,600.00 for trunk line and state aid maintenance. 


14. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $400.00 for the purpose of co-operating with the state and 
federal governments in the control of the white pine blister 
rust. 


15. To see what method the town will adopt to remove 
the snow from its highways, raise and appropriate a sum of 
money necessary to carry out the vote of the town, or act in 
any way relating thereto. 


16. To see if the town will vote to purchase a parcel of 
land for the purpose of a public park and play ground, raise 
and appropriate a sum of money necessary to carry out the 
vote of the town, or act in any way relating thereto. 
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17. To see if the town will elect a water board (to serve 
without pay) consisting of three (3) members to be elected an- 
nually, whose duty shall be to conserve and protect the inter- 
ests of the town in the several bodies of water located therein: 
to secure if deemed desirable, necessary advice as to the proper 
and most economical method and means of providing a town 
water supply; and report at the town meeting of 1926 or in 
case of emergency at a special town meeting. 


18. To see if the town will adopt any by-laws rules or 
regulations in regard to the management of the town’s Elec- 
tric Light Department, give any instructions to the Electric 
Light Commissioner or act in any way relating thereto. 


19. To see if the town will vote to extend the Electric 
Light line from the barn of E. I. Wellington to the Parish of 
Christ Church Camp raise money for the same or act in any 
way in relation thereto. 


20. To see if the town will vote to extend the electric 
light line from the line at East Rindge to the residence of 
Abbie L. Wilder and also to install a third wire to East Rindge 
if necessary, raise and appropriate money for the same and 
act in any way relating thereto. 


21. To see if the town will appoint a committee for the 
purpose of investigating the cost of printing the town history, 
and make a report to the next annual meeting in March, 1926, 
or act in any way relating thereto. 


22. To see what sum, if any, the town will raise and ap- 
propriate to conduct the proposed discontinuance of the Man- 
chester and Keene Railroad and a part of the Peterboro Rail- 
road. 


23. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate. 


a sum of money to purchase and maintain a piece of fire ap- 
paratus, choose a committee or act in any way relating thereto.

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REPORT’ OP WHERE PINE BIST Et aaa. 
GON TROL 


Chairman, Board of Selectmen, Rindge, N. H.: 
Dear Sir: 

In accordance with the terms of an agreement executed 
between the town of Rindge and the New Hampshire Forestry 
Commission, we are submitting a report of White Pine Blister 
Rust control work performed in your town during 1924. Be- 
fore a summary of the past season’s work is shown, a brief 
review of Blster Rust activities from 1918 to date is being 
given. The Department believes that the tax-payers of your 
town will be interested in this review, inasmuch as the wide- 
spread interest in Blister Rust control strongly substantiates 
the judgment of your townspeople regarding the seriousness 
of the Rust and the necessity for its control. 

From 1918 to the present date 167 towns and cities have 
financially cooperated in the destruction of currant and goose- 
berry bushes. Individuals, associations and firms in the num- 
ber of 464 have paid nearly $30,000 for control work on their 
land. The combined results of all this activity has brought 
about the removal of 16,258,443 currant and gooseberry bushes 
over an area of 1,360,312 acres. 

It has become more and more evident that the prophecies 
made by the Federal government and Forestry Department 
with reference to the seriousness of Blister Rust have been ex- 
tremely conservative. Infected pines have been located in 219 
towns out of a total of 235. There are hundreds of small areas 
where the pine is practically destroyed at the present time. In 
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fact the Rust is now so common that it can be picked up in 
nearly every pine lot throughout the state. There are a great 
many pine lots throughout New Hampshire and adjacent states 
which have been irreparably damaged within a period of seven 
to nine years. 

It is unfortunate that there are still so many pine owners 
who insist on making light of Blister Rust and who believe that 
this matter is being unnecessarily agitated. This attitude is 
brought about largely because pines are not to be seen dead 
or dying on every hand. It is true, that taking the state as 
a whole, the effect of Blister Rust is not very evident, unless 
one makes a careful examination into the matter. Blister 
Rust is slow in development and infected pines will continue to 
look green and apparently thrifty for a number of years. In 
the meanwhile their growth continually slows down and when 
they do go backward the change appears to be very sudden. 


It is quite evident to. anyone well informed regarding the 
history of this state that the white pine industry has played a 
conspicuous part in its general welfare. This valuable tree 
should continue to contribute in a large measure towards the 
welfare of individuals, towns and state. In order that this 
may come to pass, it is necessary that energetic measures be 
eontinued which will result in its protection from the Blister 
Rust. 


The following statement indicates the expenditure of 
funds necessary in this work. Any further information re- 
garding this work or relating to general forestry will be gladly 
given upon request.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 


For the Fiscal Year Ending January 31, 1925 





As auditors, we have examined such books, accounts, 
statements, vouchers, pay rolls and receipts as have been 
submitted to us for inspection and approval, by the several 
departments of the town and by the trustees of trust funds. 

In the main, we find these reports correct—additions and 
extensions as they should be. 

Some accounts are insufficiently or improperly vouehed— 
receipts for money expended missing. 

That the taxpayers may better understand town finances 
and the methods practiced in the several departments, that 
a more business like service may be furnished by the depart- 
ments, the town officials and all in their employ, it.is recom- 
mended that, commencing February first, 1925, all accounts, 
records, books and all pertaining thereto, be kept in a legible 
and accurate manner that proper ‘receipts, vouchers, and 
itemized bills for every dollar expended, be secured and placed 
on file; that all data and memoranda or books of original entry 
be correctly, promptly and legibly maintained. 


It is deemed up-to-date business to employ an up-to-date 
system of bookkeeping, and to make timely submission of 
accounts, ete., to the auditors. 

It is advisable for every official or department, receiving 
funds on town account, from any source, to immediately issue 
a detached receipt for same, and make an accurate stub entry 
of the transaction. 

In all payments, it is vitally necessary that sufficient 
written evidence is presented that a proper amount for a 
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properly rendered service or purchase has been paid to the 
proper person. 

‘“‘Lump sum payments’’ should not be made except on 
school accounts and by highway agents, and to the latter, 
only when payrolls and bills are presented covering the full 
amount required. 

With attention shown in these several directions by 
departments and officials of the town, the taxpayers, in 1926, 
will have good cause for congratulation, and the officials, for 
earnest efforts on these lines, will receive without doubt the 
approval of all good eitizeris and the commendations of the 
State Tax Commission and those in authority at Concord.

The trustees of the Ingalls Memorial Library beg to submit 
to the Town of Rindge their report for the past year, together 
with that of the librarian. The report.of the West Rindge 
branch is appended. 

The most noteworthy incidents during this year have 
been the bequest, just received, from the estate of Miss Julia 
L. VanDerveer and, the much needed repairs to the library 
which leave it in good condition for some years to come, except 
for the new furnace which must be installed in the near future. 

Fortunately, through the good management of our in- 
vestments, this work has been accomplished without demands 
on the town for an additional appropriation. 

The income from the last legacy will be helpful in many 
ways. 7 
The small number of books which we have been able to 
add this year is due in part to the funds which we were obliged 
to draw upon for the repairs, and partly to the fact that 
books, like other commodities, have nearly doubled in price. 

We regret that we have, as yet, found no very satisfactory 
solution of the transport of books to the east and west parts 
of the town, but further efforts will be made this year. 

In closing we ask for the usual appropriation of three 
hundred dollars for the running expenses of the library.

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REPORIOF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board of Rindge: 


I submit herewith my seventh annual report, this being the 
twenty-first of the series under district supervision. 

While there has been little change in the total enrollment 
for the four schools in town there have been some transfers that 
have changed the total membership in each of the schools. 

At the opening of the fall term it seemed advisable to dis- 
continue the transportation from West Rindge to the Center 
which caused the reopening of the sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades at West Rindge and increased the membership of this 
school from twenty to twenty-four, with a corresponding de- 
erease of from eighteen to fourteen at the Center in grades five 
to eight. 

At East Rindge where the total enrollment last year was 
fourteen, the membership at one time during the fall term 
reached twenty, but this was later reduced on account of some 
pupils moving to the Center. 

The same number of changes occurred in our teaching 
' force this year as last. We were able to retain Miss Belcher at 
West Rindge and Miss Crane at the Center primary school, 
while Miss Bertha E. Smith, a graduate of Framingham suc- 
ceeded Miss Nay as teacher of the Center grammar school, and 
Miss Floribel Wright, a graduate of Keene Normal School suc- 
ceeded Miss Mary McGrath at East Rindge. 

During the past year a second stove was installed in the 
lower room at Rindge Center which has been a great help 
during the cold weather, and during the summer the basement 
at the Center was cleaned out and a cement floor put in which 
is a great improvement over former conditions. 
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At Thanksgiving time a better stove replaced the one that 
has been long in use in the upper room at Rindge Center, and 
at the present time both rooms are comfortably heated. 

During the last school year in the tests in arithmetic and 
spelling, which were given simultaneously throughout the state 
two pupils in the East Rindge school attained 100% in each 
test, these two being the only pupils in the union of four towns 
having perfect papers in both subjects. Good averages were 
secured .by several of the pupils in the Rindge Center school, 
and a Rindge Center pupil was the prize winner for the district 
in a contest for the best written paper in hygiene. 

In a town maintaining no high school, especially in a town 
situated like Rindge, where a majority of the pupils attending 
high school go into another state it is extremely important that 
the graduates of the elementary school be thoroughly grounded 
in arithmetic, English, United States history, geography and 
spelling, which are fundamental subjects. Silent reading is 
another subject to which more attention should be given in 
the higher grades, and thorough and constant drill should be 
given in penmanship as well as a more complete understanding 
ot physiology and hygiene. 

In the schools of Hast Rindge and West Rindge, where so 
many grades are represented it is not possible to have recita- 
tion periods of anything like the length of the periods in the 
schools of the larger villages where only one or two grades are 
in charge of a teacher, but these two schools in particular have 
made an excellent showing during the past two years. 

At the present time tests in English, history, arithmetic, 
geography and spelling are being given in the intermediate 
and higher grades to be followed by standard tests furnished 
by the State Board of Education later in the year. 

The statistical tables show a satisfactory percentage of 
attendance in the West Rindge and East Rindge schools but 
the tardiness in all the schools appear to be larger than neces- 
sary. In the matter of prompt attendance the parents can be 
of material assistance to the teachers. Many families have chil- 
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dren attend school year after year without a single tardy mark 
while others are extremely careless in this respect. Of the 
seventy-four tardy marks in the Center Primary school, forty 
were recorded by three pupils from one family. 

The ordinary expenses for another year are not likely to 
vary greatly from the present year. Fuel, transportation, 
books and supplies and teachers’ salaries appear likely to aver- 
age about as at present. The shortage of teachers that existed 
some years ago appears to be over, but well trained teachers of 
good ability do not have to accept lower salaries than have 
been paid, nor can they be expected to while the cost of board 
and other expenses remain as high as they are at present. 

We should always bear in mind that if we desire to have 
our schools perform the full task assigned to them the learning 
of assignments from a text book is only a small part of that 
task. Our boys and girls are being trained for citizenship, and 
it is essential that a teacher should like to work with children, 
that she should have a kindly sympathy for them, and an abil- 
ity to inspire in them a desire for the best things in hfe. A 
school meets proper standards only when pupils and teachers 
are courteous upon the streets, orderly in the halls and upon 
the playgrounds, and industrious in the school room. 

I desire at this time to thank the school board, teachers, 
parents, pupils and all citizens who have co-operated in ad- 
vancing the welfare of the schools during the past year.
